analysis of background data. All data wll eventually be validated as required by the IAG (Part 
VI B 5 b). Quahty assurance/quality control documentauon and conditions for 100% 
validauon wll not be affected by this report. The mtentlon is to use the data pnor to 100% 
validauon as a means to use a larger amount of data 111 the report The resultmg uncemnty in 
the background stat~st~cs created by use of this data IS estunated to he insignificant compared to 
uncertamties caused by errors rnherent in field acqutsibon and laboratory analysis 

Attached is a table of percentages of validated data compared to all avadable data These are 
minimum esumates as of July 1,1992 A large number of samples have been validated since 
the generahon of this table, and the majonty of samples will have been validated by the 
September submittal date
